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Abstract: In this paper the Spanish Pheogenini preserved at the Muséum National 
d'Histoire Naturelle (Paris, France) are studied. Dicaelotus pusillus HOLMGREN 1890, is 
anew record for Peninsular Spain. New data on distribution of species are presented. 


Introduction 


The survey of Spanish Ichneumoninae kept at the Muséum National d'Histoire 
Naturelle of Paris (France) was initiated by SELFA (1996), and it is now completed by 
studying 8 genera and 25 species of the tribe Phaeogenini. Including our studies, the 
Spanish Ichneumoninae now are represented in this Museum by 5 tribes, 36 genera 
and 90 species. 


Most of the material of Phaeogenini belongs to the Seyrig collection. The specimens of 
the Antiga and Martorell i Pefia collections originate from the Museu de Zoologia 
(Barcelona, Spain), and the material of the Lauffer collection comes from the Museo 
Nacional de Ciencas Naturales (Madrid, Spain). 


The treatment of species is similar to SELFA (1996), but the original contributions for 
each species are supplemented by its distribution in the Palearctic region.
